WASHINGTON, Feb. 18 (AP)— 
Mhester Bowles told Congress to- 
day the nation faces an inflation- 
ery explosion with pressure “up

to the bursting point.” 

But he declared that President 
Truman's new wage-price policy is 
“a program that will work” with 
“little or no effect” on food, rent 
or clothing prices if the bulge in 
the stabilization line is not per- 
-mitted to become a break-through. 

“I think it is a good program, 
and I mean to put everything I've 
got into making it succeed,” the 


newly-designated stabilization di- 
rector said in testimony prepared 
for the House Banking Committee. 

Bowles appeared to urge exten- 
sion “at the earliest possible mo- 
ment” of the price control and 
other stabilization acts now sched- 
uled to expire June 30. He also 
called for action by Congress to 
“stop the inflation in the real 
estate market” if the Administra- 
tion’s new homes-for-veterans pro- 
gram is to succeed. He said the 
food subsidy program must be con- 
tinued. 

Program “Not Perfect.” 


Hie acknowledged that the new 
wage-price policy “is not a perfect 
program,” adding that “under the 
circumstances which we face there 
can be no perfect program.” 

It would be difficult, he told the 
committee, “to exaggerate’ the 
gravity of the inflationary crisis 
we face... . Everywhere men are 
betting on inflation... . 

“A speculative fever has taken 
hold of the country. The pressure 
in the boiler is up to the bursting 
point. The lobbyists and the prof- 
iteers are licking their chops. It 
is going to take firm and decisive 
action . . if we are to hold this 
country on an even keel.” 

Reviewing Government actions 
since V-J day; Bowles said that 
“looking back ... it is perfectly 
clear that we moved too fast and 
too soon in stripping off the war- 
time controls.” 

While he said the relaxed post- 
war wage-price policy worked 
well “on the whole” and that 
6.000 000 workers received wage in-

United States District Court to- 
day. to serve from six months to 
a year and six months, and pay 
a $1000 fine for mail fraud. 

Sentenced with him for activi- 
ties in Engineers Group, Inc., an 
organization that the Government 
contended collected $60,000 by rep- 
resenting its ability to get war 
contracts for clients, were Donald 
Wakefield Smith, former membe 
of the National Labor Relations 
Soard, and James G,. Fuller, now} 
serving a five-year sentence at) 
Atlanta for fraudulent use of the 
mail. 

Judge James G. Proctor sen- 
tenced Smith to serve from four 
months to one year and one day 
and pay a $1000 fine and Fuller 
to serve 16 months to four years. 

Judge Proctor continued Curley 
and Smith on bail and after im- 
posing sentence said: 

“Frankly, I want an appeal in 
this case. 1 appreciate 
that there are some rulings that | 
have been made as to which other 
jurists may differ.” 

The Judge’s comment followed | 
a tearful plea by Curley as to his 
innocence. Referring to the or- 
ganization of Engineers Group in 
the months preceding Pearl Har- 
bor, Curley told the court in a 
broken voice: 

“When the war broke out 
four sons went into the service. 
Do you think for a moment I 
would do anything to jeopardize 
my sons’ safety? I would be un- 
worthy to be an American if I 
did.” 

In concluding his plea, 
said: 

“I have never begged for mercy 
in my life. I have never begged 
for help in campaigns. I don't do 
it now. But I do ask for justice.” 

Curley, a Democrat, who started 
his political career 46 years ago 
as a boston city councilman, has 
been Governor of Massachusetts. 
four times Mayor of Boston and 
four times a member of the House 
of Representatives. 

He was elected mayor for the 
fourth time last year and took 
office on Jan. 1 holding both posi- 
tions, mayor and Congressman.

A Yugoslav memorandum, pre- 
sented by Russia Saturday to the 
United Nations Security Council, 
made the charges. Bevin replied 
in a 500-word letter to Secretary 
General Trygve Lie of the United 
Wations, declaring: 

“If the Yugoslav government 
believed the charges in their 
memorandum to be well founded, 
their proper course was to bring 
them to my notice through the 
diplomatic channel. 

“Instead the question has been 
brought to the Security Council 
by the Soviet government with a 
surprising reference to the matter 
as constituting a possible future 
threat to peace.” : 

Recruiting Charge Denled. 

The Yugoslav memorandum was 
distributed to Security Council 
members on the last day of their 
by the Soviet delegate, 
Andrei Vishinsky. It was not 
lodged as an Official complaint 
calling for action by the Council. 

The note charged that the Polish 
troops of Gen. Wladysla / Anders's 
Second Corps were attempting to 
recruit troops from exiled Yugo- 
giav “facist’ elements.

EGYPTIAN CABINET SET UP;

Premier Sidky Names Mostly Independents 
—Indicates He Sympathizes With De- 
mands of Student Demonstrators.

CAIRO, Feb. 18 (AP)- The 
new cabinet of Premier Ismail 
Sidky Pasha, composed largely of 
independents, took over today as 
student demonstra- 
tions which wrecked the Egyptian 
Government last week continued. 
Sidky, describing his new cabinet, 
‘said, “I think that it means I 
sympathize with the students.” 

In the latest demonstration, 40,- 
000 assembled peacefully before 
King Farouk’s palace demanding 
that British troops quit the coun- 
try. 

“We want evacuation, Your Ma- 
jesty,” the demonstrators chanted 


Egypt and the Sudan, ‘free of Brit- 
ish control, 

Mustafa Noeman, member ofthe 
Moslem brotherhood and speaker 
at the palace demonstration, said 
the students would strike until 
Feb. 23 to enforce a demand that 
Sidky send a note to Britain. They 
want the note to state that the 
forthcoming revision of the Brit- 
ish-Egyptian treaty must be based 
on evacuation and “unity of the 
Nile.” 

As Sidky announced completion 
of the new government yesterday, 
students surged through the cen- 
ter of Cairo shouting “down with 
England” and “evacuation if Brit- 
ish troops or revolt!”

It marked the second time 
Sidky, an independent, had formed 
a government in a period of strife. 
He was Premier in 1930-33 when 
Egypt had many labor demonstra- 
tions. On that occasion he used 
force to restore order. 

The Saddist party, the Wafdists 
and the Kotla party, an indepen- 
dent bloc of the Wafdist, refused 
to join the new cabinet. Sidky, 
in an effort to form a united 
government, had offered two cahi- 
net posts to each major political 
party. 

The cabinet of former Premier 
Mahmoud Fahmy Nokrashi Pasha, 
a Saadist party member, resigned 
Friday, following criticism that it 
had been too severe in putting 
down anti-British demonstrations 
by students. 

The students have protested 
that Egypt’s request for a revision 
of the 1936 British-Egyptian 
treaty lacked force. They contend 
the British reply failed to give 
satisfaction, although the British 
offered to begin preliminary nego- 
tiations.

Miller 
denied any connection with his 
wife’s death, but. admitted they 
had quarreled an hour and a half 
before the fire started about 4 
a.m, 

Firemen Find Body. 

The woman’s body was discov- | 
ered by firemen after they extin-| 
guished the blaze in the one-story | 


frame _ structure, which Miller | 
rented for storage purposes eight 


While fighting the flames, fire- 
men were unaware anyone was in 
the building. Cause of the fire 
was not determined. 

Acting Capt. George W. Dreck- 
shage of Engine Co. No. 30 said | 
Capt. Harris Hartman of the same | 
company, who was one of the first | 
to arrive after the alarm was 
turned in, told him the fire was 
unusually red and had _ intense | 
heat. It seemed to be an “unnat-| 
ural” wood fire, Dreckshage said 
Hartman told him. 

Miller was arrested about 9: 30 | 
a.m. in the 1000 block of Hodia- | 
mont avenue, several blocks from 
the scene. He said he last saw 
his wife about 2:30 a.m. when she 
came home in an intoxicated con- 
dition and he left “to get a cup of 
coffee” and did not return. 

Between the time he left home| 
and his arrest, Miller said he had/| 
been riding street cars, making 
four round trips between the 
Wellston loop and downtown. He 
was identified by two street car 
operators as a passenger on their 
cars in the period, 

Miller, who is 36 years old and 
unemployed, told police he quar- 
reled with his wife frequently in| 
recent weeks over “her drinking 
and going with other men.” Mrs. | 
Miller, 26, was the mother of three 
children by a previous marriage 
and was employed as a waitress. 

After drinking together in a 
tavern Saturday night, Miller 
said, he went home and his wife 
said she was going to another 
tavern on Etzel avenue. About 
2:30 a.m., he continued, he was 
awakened by his wife’s voice and 
that of a man outside. 

Miller said a quarrel ensued 
when he accused her of coming 
home with a man, which she de- 
nied, and he left. He denied strik- 
ing her. Police learned that Mrs. 
Miller had left the Etzel avenue 
tavern where she said she was 
going between 1 a.m. and 1:30 
a.m. 

Miller was unable to explain a 
bruised finger on his left hand, 
police said. He identified his wife's 
body at the morgue.

Then, with eyes twinkling, the 
Cardinal asked the correspondent: 
“What do you think of my gen- 
tiluomo?” 

After a few minutes, the four 
American Cardinals were ushered 
into the adjoining Hall of One 
Hundred Days, so called because 
its murals were painted in that 
space of time, just four centuries 
ago. 

In Sealed Envelopes. 

They were seated in chairs with 
backs so lofty they might be de- 
scribed as minor thrones. Except 
when he stood with the other Car- 
dinals to be photographed amid 
the flashing of bulbs, Cardinal 
Glennon seated himself to pass the 
interval before the arrival of the 
Papal messenger. His colleagues 
remained on their feet. At eight 
minutes past ten the Rev. Martin 
Gilligan of Cincinnati stood before 
Cardinal Glennon with three mas- 
ters of ceremonies from as many 
papel offices bowing. 

As dean of the new American 
Cardinals, the St. Lowisan was the 
first to be accosted. Each of the 
officials presented him with a 
sealed envelope. The first con- 
tained the notification of his ad- 
vancement, signed by the Secre- 
tariat of State. The second was 
a decree from the Chancellery, for- 
mally instating him in his new 
rank. The third was a book of 
instructions regarding the week’s 
ceremonies, As the senior Car- 
dinal present, Cardinal Glennon 
became spokesman for the thanks 
of them all to the Holy Father. 

With the clear, musical voice of 
a skilled orator, the Louisan 
read the following text in fluent 
Italian: 

“On this auspicious occasion of 
the universal light of the church, 
I wish to extend to the Holy 
Father the most profound expres- 
sion of gratitude for his gracious 
act of elevating me and my col- 
leagues to the dignity of the car- 
dinalate. This recognition is due 
to the zeal of our clergy and the 
faithfulness and generosity of our 
people, who feel themselves bound 
by so many ties of esteem and 
affection to the Holy Father. In 
the name of myself and my col- 
leagues, we renew our pledge of 
fealty and filial obedience to the 
Pope. 

“May the Lord preserve him, 
give him life and abundance, make 
him happy on earth and deliver 
into the hands of the 
enemy.” 

The speaker then paraphrased 
and expanded his remarks in Eng- 
lish. It was noted that his con- 
cluding prayer for the Supreme 
Pontiff thrilled with profound 
emotion.

LANCASTER SHUP' 


AFL Leader Says Not 
All Workers Were Told 
of Walkout, and It Will 
Reach Peak Later. 


LANCASTER, Pa., Feb. 19° (AP) 

— A general strike of all AFL 
workers called to support a 13-day 
tfansit walkout was only partly 
effective today. 
Three industrial plants and six 
trucking firms were made idle 
along with the Conestoga Trans- 
portation Co., scene of the 13-day 
walkout, but most of the other 
industrial plants weer operating 
normally. 


Benjamin M. Weigand, presi- 
dent of the Central Labor Union 
which called the strike, said “it 
is too early to state whether the 
strike is effective or not.” 

He said confusion resulted 
among members of the AFL’s 23 
unions in the city because not all 
the members were notified offi- 
cially of the strike, 

The city itself reflected the gen- 
eral confusion, Townfolk did not 
know whether to cross picket 
lines established at plants and 
food stores. Many of the Lancaster 
residents took developments calm- 
ly, waiting for the full effect of 
a general strike to hit them. 


Acting Mayor's Request, 

The aciing mayor, Daniel W. 
Coulter, said police were unable 
to cope with the situation, but 
Sheriff John Pfenninger, rejecting 
two requests that he furnish 
police protection to maintain or- 
der, said “The local police can 
handle the situation quite ade- 
quately. 

Weigand said all AFL unions 
were being notified of the strike. 
which he said “hasn’t reached its 
peak yet.” 

Pickets halted busses and 
trucks operated .by union em- 
ployes, and no Greyhound busses 
were permitted to enter the city. 


No Transit Facilities, 

For the first time in more than 
a week, no effort was made to 
put any of the city’s transit ve- 
hicles into operation. Volunteer 
workers, aided by policemen, had 
broken through the lines at the 
barns and put as many as 20 per 
cent of the city’s street cars and 
busses into operation. 

The general strike was voted 
yesterday in support of 220 strik- 
ing bus and trolley workers whose 
walkout has curtailed transit 
service to 60,000 daily riders. Act- 
ing CLU President Miles I. Mes- 
serman said the general strike will 
“continue until a settlement is 
effected” between the Conestoga 
Transportation Co., and Local 1241 
Amalgamated Association of 
Street, Electric Railway and Mo- 
tor Coach Employes (AFL). The 
union struck for a 20-cent-an-hour 
wage increase and 25 other de- 
mands.

Supports Criticism of 
Treatment of Veterans 
—Attack on Bradley 
Draws Rebukes. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 18 (AP) 
—The American Legion executive 
committee voted yesterday to sup- 
port National Commander John 
Stelle in his criticism of the treat- 
ment of veterans, although indi- 
vidual members in statements 
criticized the manner of his at- 
tack on Gen. Omar N. Bradley. 

The committee voted also to 
canvass the country every month, 
through the 13,400 Legion posts, 
for facts on Veterans’ Administra- 


It decided to send him to Wash- 
ington with a committee to call 
ministration head, who declined 


Resolution or Support. 
Meeting amid the heat of a con- 


Stelle was acting on Legion 
information and carrying out 


convention mandates. 

There was a “substantial fail- 
ure in administration of vet- 
erans’ affairs” and Stelle “had 
no other alternative than to 
bring it to the attention of Con- 
gress and the public, and we 
commend and approve his tak- 
ing that action.” 

Since Stelle acted, Bradley has 
taken steps ‘to correct failures 
and to improve service.” 

The Legion “is ever ready, as 
it always has been,” to work 
with Bradley and “has not and 
does not demand” his resigna- 
tion or removal. 

Rebuked for Tactics. 

Speakers made it clear they 
wanted their commander to fight 
what he has termed neglect of 
veterans, but Stelle drew rebukes 
for his tactics which led off Feb. 
1 with a statement charging a 
breakdown in the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration on many fronts. It 
carried a suggestion that’ Bradley 
give way to a business man. 
“This blast caught all (Legion) 
departments flat-footed,” asserted 
Committeeman William G. McKin- 
ley of New Jersey. “Its personal 
reference left the Legion in an 
embarrassing position.” McKinley 
Suggested leaders “stop, look and 
listen before they shoot their stuff 
or at least inform department 
leaders.”

plenty of $3.50 shirts and up.

The free-enterprisers do say what a 
hard job it is to sit in the driver’s seat, 
and they are putting a bigger load in 
the wagon by which al] mafikind bene- 
fits.

The original case against Pauley was a pow- 
erful one. It was that he had used his political 
influence, in a matter involving his personal 
fortune, to shape national policy with regard to 
tidelands oil. 

However, as the country has seen in the case 
of the George Allen appointment to the RFC, 
which has received committee approval, there 
is a certain easy complacence in politics which 
permits wide latitude to men who have done 
service to the party. 

But an entirely new element was introduced 
by Pauley himself, and later by the President, 
when both made statements at variance with 
statements by former Secretary Ickes. This new 
element is personal integrity. 

If the nation originally looked askance at the 
Pauley appointment; if it was aroused by the 
successive disclosures of his behind-the-scenes 
political maneuvering, it was shocked and pro- 
foundly disturbed when Pauley got on the wit- 
ness stand and contradicted the flat statements 
of Mr. Ickes, who is not known as ““Honest 
Harold” for nothing. 

Mr. Truman refused to be warned by this 
development. He permitted his stubbornness 
and his blind political loyalty to bring his own 
personal integrity into question. He laid him- 
self wide open to a charge by an ex-Cabinet ‘of- 
ficer almost unprecedented in American poli- 
tics: a presidential “lack of adherence to the 
strict truth.” 

This raises a political gale to the fury of a 
whirlwind. 

The specific point to which Mr. Ickes ad- 
dresses himself is the President’s statement, at 
a press conference a week ago last Thursday, 
that Mr. Ickes had not consulted him in advance 
of his appearance before the Senate committee. 

At his press conference last Friday, the Pres- 
ident, under a barrage of questioning, admitted 
that Mr. Ickes HAD consulted him before his 
appearance. The President admitted further- 
more that he had told Ickes to tell the truth 
but to be kind to Pauley. 

What did it mean for the President to tell 
Ickes to be kind to Pauley? Everyone under- 
stands this kind of languarage, addressed by a 
boss to a subordinate. It means to pull punches. 
It means for the subordinate to protect the boss. 
To a timorous man, the phrase “be kind” might 
easily mean coloration, if not downright perver- 
sion of the truth. 

Mr. Ickes is not the timorous kind. Though 
his own post as Secretary of the Interior was 
hanging in the balance, he told his story to the 
Senate committee, uncolored and unvarnished, 
and he backed it up by memoranda that he had 
prudently made at the time of his conversations 
with Pauley. 

So the events at Friday’s press conference and 
Mr. Ickes’s statement of Saturday place upon the 
Senate a responsibility far beyond that original- 
ly raised by the Pauley appointment. 

The Senate is asked for no less than a vote of 
confidence in the Administration. It is asked to 
accept the sworn testimony of Mr. Pauley against 
the sworn testimony of Mr. Ickes. It is asked to 
close its eyes to the President’s own confession 
that Mr. Ickes did consult him before he testi- 
fied, though he had previously denied the fact. 
It is asked to overlook the fact that Mr. Truman 
used presidential pressure on a Cabinet officer 

o “be kind” to an appointee who was under the 
heaviest kind of fire. 

If the Senate engages in such a ghastly per- 
formance, it will bring its own integrity into 
question. It will hang an albatross on the 
Truman Administration from which it can never 
escape. 

Above and beyond the original issue, grave as 
it was, Mr. Pauley has convicted himself as a 
person unfit for high public office by his own 
testimony. Mr. Truman has compounded the 
Pauley performance by admitting what he had 
previously denied. He has played Kansas City 
politics in the White House, 

There can be only one right answer when per- 
sonal integrity is involved—especially when pres- 
idential integrity is involved, and that is for the 
Senate to toss the Pauley appointment into-the 
ashean, and for it to deny to the Administration 
the vote of confidence for which it so brazenly 
asks.

might be duplicated in a dramatic release of.the 
energies of mankind. 

The toll of productive energy and of useful 
lives destroyed by these two enemies of life is 
vast. A joint effort by all the forces of science 
could probably find a cure for cancer; might 
even result in the discovery and prevention, or 
cure, of that mystery of medicine, the common 
cold. In the Manhattan Project out of which 
came the bomb that destroyed Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki, scientists learned to work together. 
May they never forget it. 
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A Demand for the Right to Know 

World-wide freedom of information should 
have been part of the first order of business in 
the recent UNO sessions. Since it was not, Ed- 
ward R, Stettinius Jr. of the United States dele- 
gation is asking for belated but necessary action 
to cope with the problems of international mis- 
understanding. 

The pre-war era produced in bloodshed the 
result of years of interference with the free 
flow of news. News monopolies, governmental 
interference and vicious propaganda efforts were 
more prevalent abroad than accurate reporting 
as Americans understand it. The progression 
was from one-sided information to misinforma- 
tion, ignorance, prejudice, hatred and war. 

Stettinius is trying to prevent a recurrence 
of this violation of humanity’s right to know. He 
has asked the UNO Commission on Human 
Rights to draft a — “on the problem of 


that most foreign news men eagerly hoped for 
a free exchange of news. 

Naturally, not every nation will subscribe to 
or practice a policy of freedom of information. 
But that should not delay UNO further in adopt- 
ing such a policy. Understanding between peo- 
ples cannot wait longer on the hesitations and 
fears of a few countries, for fear of the truth 
is the agency of misunderstanding and war. 
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Line or Bulge? 

President Truman and Chester Bowles say that 
the new wage-price policy does not require 
abandoning the old price line and digging in on 
a new and higher one. The job, rather, they 
think, is to hold a new “bulge” in the old line. 

Their point is valid for the immediate state 
of facts.. The goods immediately affected con- 
stitute only 9 per cent of the average family budg- 
et. That indicates that the price level of “‘con- 
sumer metal products” could rise even a sharp 
11 per cent and increase the cost of living only 
1 per cent. 

Looking a little further ahead, however, we 
fear the gentlemen are a little too cheerful. A 
precedent is being set for wage increases of 
about 15 to 17 per cent in the industries which 
have already been struck. Is it not inevitable 
that similar increases, on threat of strikes, will 
now be demanded in a long line of other indus- 
tries? And does the policy itself not authorize 
such increases, accompanied by whatever price 
adjustments may be needed to maintain profits 
at pre-war levels? 

By that logic, it appears that a great many 
more prices than those immediately affected will 
have to move upward in these next months. Per- 
haps, and let us hope, they will not have to move 
so far as the price of steel has moved. What- 
ever the degree is, the important things are to 
adjust by the margin needed to keep produc- 
tion expanding—and then to hold stubbornly 
from there on out. 

That means, among other things, giving the 
National Association of Manufacturers cause to 
wonder why it spent all that advertising money 
to proclaim the nonsense proposition that price 
controls should go down the drain. The cue is 
to Congress, whose duty to extend and strengthen 
controls has become business of first urgency. 
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University City Leads the Way 

Under the new Constitution, all the 22 Mis- 
souri cities with more than 10,000 population 
have the privilege of framing and adopting char- 
ters to set up forms of government best adapted 
to their particular needs. University City merits 
a citation for civic alertness by becoming the 
first municipality in the State to begin steps 
toward attaining this end. The proposal will 
be on the ballot at the city election of April 
2, along with a list of commissioners who will 
draft the new charter if the proposal is adopted. 

Other cities should follow suit in moving to 
replace archaic governmental setups with new 
and progressive forms. Meanwhile, the similar 
constitutional provision for county home -rule 
charters has not been put to use. When will St. 
Louis County follow the lead of its largest muni- 
Cipality in moving for better government? 
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Tricky Maneuver for Vardaman 

To the numerous questions already being asked 
about the appointment of James K. Vardaman 
to the Federal Reserve System’s board of gov- 
ernors, a new and especially pressing one has 
been added: Why are obstacles being thrown in 
Senator Donnell’s path as he tries to assemble 
witnesses to testify against the nominee at the 
Senate committee hearings? 

This development looks suspiciously like dirty 
work at the crossroads. Ordinarily in such hear- 
ings, there is an abundance of witnesses pro and 
con, some from distant parts of the country. Now 
it is reported that the Senate Banking Commit- 
tee discovers it lacks authority to issue sum- 
monses for witnesses or to advance money for 
their expenses. So Mr. Donnell’s labor in find- 
ng 25 St; Louisans who could give information 
on this nominee’s record and qualifications is 
likely to be frustrated, unless they go to Wash- 
ington voluntarily and at their own expense. 

This seems unlikely. Local bankers, though 
mostly critical of the appointment, are showing 
considerable reluctance to put themselves pub- 
licly on record, in view of the great power Var- 
daman will have over the banking field if he 
is confirmed. And if opposing witnesses are kept 
away by this maneuver, there is every likelihood 
that he will be confirmed. 

Certainly the committee ought to hear both 
sides of the story, particularly in view of the in- 
teresting evidence on Vardaman’s record devel- 
oped in the last few days here in St. Louis. It is 
incredible that every member of the committee 
will approve of the tricky scheme for stacking 
the cards in his favor. A demand should be 
forthcoming from the members themselves for 
seeing that the witnesses gathered by Senator 
Donnell get to the witness stand. 
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Argentina, a Case for the UNO 

The course toward Argentina which Senator 
Kilgore has proposed, and which Argentina it- 
self has suggested, is the proper one in this day 
of projected world co-operation. It is a case 
for the United Nations Organization. Nazism in 
Argentina is just as much a menace and a con- 
cern to every nation that wants the peace to be 
kept as it is to the United States. 

So long as we follow a policy of unilateralism 
while enjoining other nations to work together, 
the world is likely to be more impressed by 
what we do than by what we say. Furthermore, 
our unilateral policy toward Argentina has been 
singularly ineffective. The present Blue Book 
blast gives evidence of doing more harm than 
good, since it is being used by Argentine jingoes 
such as Juan Peron, the totalitarian candidate for 
President, to encourage nationalistic hatred of 
the United States. 

A concerted world action to dig up the last 
evil roots of Nazism in Argentina should be ir- 
resistible. Why don’t we try it?

This month marks the first anniversary 
of the introduction of the MVA bills in Con- 
gress. In February of 1945, bills provid- 
ing for a Missouri Valley Authority were 
dropped in the hopper by Senator James E. 
Murray of Montana and Representative 
John J, Cochran of St. Louis. 


One year has gone by. Where does MVA 
stand? 

There still is no valley authority, The 
Murvay-Cochran bill has not been passed. 
3ut this is far from the whole story. George 
Norris and his associates fought for a dec- 
ade for TVA. It took years to keep Muscle 
Shoals out of the hands of Henry Ford. 
The struggle for progress is long and stren- 
uous, 

MVA has forced both the Bureau of Rec- 
lamation and the Army Engineers to 
adopt genuine over-all programs for the 
Missouri Valley. Both these organizations 
have worked for years on piecemeal basis. 
They related no individual project to the 
whole development of the region. Now the 
Army is shoving its Pick plan, drafted by 
Gen. Lewis A. Pick. The Bureau of Recla- 
mation is promoting the Sloan plan, framed 
by W. G. Sloan, 


A “Brodie” by Mr. Truman 


MVA is “the stick behind the door” that 
has forced these old-line agencies to think 
of the Missouri as what the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch calls “one big valley.” 


MVA would be further along were it not 
for a Brodie pulled by Harry Truman while 
he was still Vice President. He referred 
the Murray bill to the conservative Com- 
merce Committee. This tossed the Murray 
bill into the bivouac of its enemies. At 
once a terrific jurisdictional row broke out 
in the Senate. 


As a result, it finally was decided that 
MVA should go to three separate commit- 
tees, no less—Commerce, Agriculture, and 
the Committee on Irrigation and Reclama- 
tion. This was unprecedented, It locked 
up MVA in a parliamentary prison. 


But the fight for MVA has educated mll- 
lions of people. Heroic work has been 
done by the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, that 
valiant crusading newspaper at the Mis- 
souri’s mouth, The St. Louis Star-Times 
has co-operated, too. So have such emi- 
nent American papers as the Washington 
Post, the New York Times, the Chicago 
Sun and the Louisville. Courier-Journal. 
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MVA Is a National Issue 


The country’s biggest magazines—Col- 
lier’s, Harper’s, the Saturday Evening Post, 
Life—have told their readers about MVA. 
It has become a national issue. Liberal 
Senators such as Jim Mirray, Bill Langer 
of North Dakota and Bob La Follette of 
Wisconsin have helped carry the message 
to the country. 


In order to forestall a Missouri Valley 
Authority, the Army Engineers and the 
Bureau of Reclamation have entered into 
an alliance. But it is an uneasy one. 


A bear and a moose will hide in the same 
muskeg swamp while a forest fire singes 
their tails. When the fire ebbs, they look 
at each other again with hostility. This 
is what will surely happen between the 
Engineers and the Reclamation Bureau, if 
the threat of MVA ever vanishes from the 
Missouri's vast valley. 

° 


The St. Louis Post-Dispatch said several 
weeks ago that this is an hour for Presi- 
dent Truman to show his leadership. Val- 
ley authorities can pass—not only in the 
Missouri Valley but in the other great riv- 
er basins—only if he shows the way. 


This issue is too big to be enmeshed in 
bureaucratic jealousies, Farmers west of 
the 100th meridian know that rainfall in 
that region averages léss than 20 inches a 
year, This means that irrigation is impera- 
tive. Much soil in the Great Plains should 
never have been broken. “Wrong side up,” 
said an old Cheyenne warrior, when he saw 
ranchers turning soi] on the high prairie. 


Conflict Over River’s Uses 


Yet now that the sod of the plains has 
been plowed, the only hope for stable agri- 
culture is reclamation. This requires wa- 
ter. There never will be sufficient water 
if the up-river people and the down-river 
communities are locked in perpetual polit- 
ical warfare over the use of the Missouri’s 
reaches. 


The utility companies are opposed to MVA 
because it will promote public ownership 
of power. The railroads are opposed to 
MVA because barge navigation might force 
a reduction in freight rates. But the Mis- 
souri Valley is one-seventh of the nation. 
It is America’s bread-basket. It cannot be 
developed by competing agencies, function- 
ing on what the Chicago Sun calls “a long 
tether from Washingon, D. C.” 


An MVA Is the only way yet put forward 
for the amelioration of the dispute, “One 
River—One Problem” is the slogan of the 
Post-Dispatch, 


MVA is the way to put the slogan into 
effect. The valley’s people are beginning 
to realize this. “I hate to say this,” ob- 
served a college professor at Missoula, 
“but if another big flood hits the Missouri, 
it will be worth a whole lot of votes to 
MVA. In the depression the people learned 
certain economic facts. Perhaps it will 
take the tragedy of floods and drouth to 
get public opinion fully mobilized behind 
MVA.”

Brilliant Novel by Waugh 
Has Its Basis in Religion 


“Brideshead Revisited,”” by Evelyn Waugh. (Little 

Brown & Co., Boston.) 

The critics have been gnawing on Mr, 
Waugh’s new novel for about a month now, 
and the impression one receives is that 
they find its excellence quite distressing. 
The chief stumbling-blocks to their whole- 
hearted approval are Mr. Waugh’s avowed 
Catholicism and the Catholic act of re- 
nuncidtion which constitutes the climax of 
the novél, 

To this reader, himself no Catholic, nor 
at all Ca'tholic in outlook, these objections 
seem rather silly. Mr. Waugh’'s characters, 
after varied sufferings caused by weakness 
and sin (maladjustment, if you prefer mod- 
ern jargon), find rest and comfort in the 
church, This is not unusual. It has hap- 
pened before. It will happen again. That 
sort of solution is very human and quite 
universally appealing, and one need not be 
a Catholic to admit it. 

ae . * 

If novels are supposed to be human and 
universal—if that is their final justificae 
tion, as I think it is—then this is no de- 
fect, but the very opposite. Of course, it 
is quite true that, from the standpoint of 
the world, such solace is both escapist and 
unprogressive. Well, man cannot always 
be progressing, nor can he be forever es- 
caping from escape; only literary critics 
have the requisite agility. 

As a comic artist, Mr. Waugh fully main- 
tains his very high position. His depice- 
tion of Oxford life during the 1920s is witty 
und polished and altogether charming. The 
funniest character beyond a doubt is An- 
thony Blanche, whose perverseness and 
preciosity and affectation, offensive as they 
would be in actual life, become, in fiction, 
delightful. The reader’s pleasure in An- 
thony Blanche is pleasure in perfect satire, 
perfectly executed, 

. * * 

The latter part of the novel presents the 
disillusion of maturity. The visionary 
gleam is fled: “The languor of Youth— 
how unique and quintessential it is! How 
quickly, how irrecoverably, lost!” Life is 
not one enjoyment after another, but a 
condition in which there is much to be en- 
dured. Maturity is painted predominantly 
in gray. The picture is not a cheerful one, 
and that fact may have influenced—uncon- 
sciously perhaps~—some of our better 
critics, 

One reviewer has regretted Mr. Waugh’'s 
evident snobbery. Let this point be granted, 
To the American, that is the major defect 
of most charming and educated Britishers, 
The snobbery mitigates the charm, and 
thus helps to remind us that we are, after 
all, Americans, but it need not prevent our 
recognizing a brilliant man, or a brilliant 
book, when they come our way

Dr. Lorenz first came into prom- 
inence in the United States in 
1910, when he arrived from Vienna 
to take the case of Miss Lolita 
Armour, member of the Chicago 
packing-house family. The doctor 
was credited with curing her by 
his method of bloodless surgery of 
a hip disease from which she had 
suffered since birth. Miss Armour 
later was married to John J. 
Mitchel] Jr. 

Immediately after he treated 
her case attention was focused 
upon his work. It was criticized 
and defended by various doctors 
and widely discussed in the press 
and by the public. This resulted 
in Dr. Lorenz being besieged by 
thousands of cripples Who sought 
his advice and treatinent. He 
treated many cases before he re- 
turned to Austria and was credited 
with effecting cures in a number 
of them. 

After the World War, Dr. Lo- 
renz took an active part in helping 
to relieve the conditions of dis- 
tress in Vienna and appealed to 
his American friends to assist in 
providing food for the starving 
Austrian children, The response 
was such that in 1921 he again 
visited the United States to repay 
the debt by aiding so far as he 
was able in curing the afflicted. 

He conducted clinics at several 
hospitals in New York, where 
baseball players, athletes, dancers 
and actresses, as well as crippled 
children thronged the waiting 
rooms to consult him.

Sports Clubs 
Oppose Flood © 
Control Plan 


SPRINGFIELD, TIil., Feb. 18 
(AP)—A proposed $96,000,000 flood 


control program for the Illinois 
River basin drew opposition today 
from the Illinois Federation of 
Sportsmen’s Clubs, 

The sportsmen contended the 
army engineers’ plan to raise lev- 
ees and construct retention dams 
would be harmwul to Hunting and 
fishing and recreation in the 400,- 
000 acres of the river flood plain. 

Their attitude was expressed in 
a resolution, adopted at the feder- 
ation’s 10th annual meeting, which 
urged modification of the project 
in its present form. 

A federation committee which 
studied the program reported that 
the engineers’ proposals were “the 
most expensive way of acquiring 
desired flood protection and will 
adversely affect fish and wildlife 
the length and breadth of the 
state.” 

If the proposed reservoirs or 
upstream lakes are to function for 
flood control, the committee's 
statement said, there would be no 
stable wate? level, which is neces- 
sary for the propagation of aquatic 
wildlife. 

Some of the upstream dams 
should be abandoned, the sports- 
men contended, because the short- 
age lakes would provide little rec- 
reation in hunting and fishing 
since they would be full and empty 
as conditions fluctuated, 

Their resolution recommended 
modification whereby certain levee 
districts would be used for water 
storage, making excellent duck 
hunsing, fishing and recreational 
grounds. 

Before congressional action is 
sought later on the engineers’ pro- 
posals, they will be reviewed by a 
five-man state board appointed by 


CHUNGKING, Feb. 18 (AP)— 
Chou En-lai, China’s No. 2 Com- 
munist, said yesterday that “the 
sooner Soviet forces withdraw 
from Manchuria the better,” there- 
by adding his voice to a rising 
national clamor in Chungking. 

The Communist who helped ne- 
gotiate China’s internal truce said, 
however, that his party was not 
openly agitating for Russian with- 
drawal lest the people suspect the 
Communists hoped to fill the re- 
sulting vacuum. 

Chou asserted the Communists 
had indorsed a plan by Gen. 
George C. Marshall, special United 
States envoy to China, to send 
truce teams into Manchuria, but 
the Government had yet to reply. 

He insisted the Communists had 
no objections to the movement of 
Government troops into Manchuria 
to restore Chinese sovereignty but 
said that if an estimated 300,000 
pro-Communist or Communist-led 
troops in the vast territory were 
attacked “something is bound to 
happen, 

A Nanking dispatch said it was 
unofficially reported there that 
eight Chinese armies will be sent 
to Manchuria. It quoted the news- 
paper Hsin Min Pao as saying 
the Fifth and Sixth armies al- 
ready were in Manchuria and that 
the First, Eighth, Seventy-fourth, 
Ninety-fourth and two others un- 
named had been designated to go 
there. 

A Communist spokesman said 
no major fighting was taking 
place in Manchuria and insisted 
that isolated clashes between Chi- 
nese Communists and nationalists 
by no means indicated the re- 
sumption of civil war. 

Communist press 
however, reported that Sixth 
Army ‘troops had _ seized Liao- 
chung, 40 miles southwest of Muk- 
den, from “popular local” .(Com- 
munist) forces after having taken 
Taian and Panshan in the same 
area, 

Meanwhile from Yenan, Associ- 
ated Press Correspondent John 
Roderick reported rising Com- 
munist wrath against alleged at- 
tacks on Communist troops in the 
Canton area of Kwangtung prov- 
ince.

The Blue Book charged that 
prominent Argentines are linked 
with the Nazis. 

Argentina Denies It Has Been 
Slow in Deporting Axis Agents. 
BUENOS AIRES, Feb. 18 (AP) 

—In its second communique in an- 
swer to United States charges of 
collusion with the Nazis, the Ar- 
gentine government today denied 
it had been slow in expelling Axis 
agents. 

It declared allegations that Ar- 
gentina was negligent in deport- 
ing “enemy agents” were “er- 
roneous and constitute an ampu- 
tation which has not real basis.” 

The communique said the Unit- 
ed States and Brftain submitted to 
the government on Jan. 14 a list 
of 100 persons described as “the 
most dangerous Axis agents 
against the security of the United 
Nations and whose deportation 
was considered most necessary.” 

Of these agents, it said, one man 
was deported in July 1944, and an- 
other was already under the juris- 
diction of the courts. The other 
98 were disposed of as follows, the 
statement added: 

Thirty-eight were deported Sat- 
urday on the S.S. Highland Mon- 
arch, 40 were presented to the 
courts for action, one was ordered 
deported, nine are naturalized Ar- 
gentines whose citizenship must 
first be revoked, one is an Argen- 
tine citizen and therefore not sub- 
ject to deportation, one is a nat- 
uralized Chilean and eight are now 
being investigated.

ATURAL whole grains, re- 
N stores and enriched cereals 

are included in Group 6 of the 
Government's Basic Seven food 
groups and are an important part 
of each day’s menu. If you are 
puzzled by the labels on cereal 
packages (“whole grain,” “re- 
stored,” or “enriched,”’) here is 
some information that will.help 
you. Whole grain cereal is a 
grain product which has retained 
in its entirety the specific nutri- 
ents of the whole unprocessed 
grain and contains natural pro- 
portions of bran, vitamins and 
minerals, 

Rolled oats, 
biscuits, wheat shreds, whole 
wheat cereals are examples. Re- 
stored cereal is one made from 
either entire grain or portions of 
one or more grains to which there 
have been added _= sufficient 
amounts of thiamin, niacin and 
iron to attain the accepted whole 
grain levels of the nutrients 
found in the original grain from 
which the cereal is prepared, 

Bran cereals, bran flakes, corn 
cereals, corn flakes, oat cereals, 
puffed cereals, rice cereals, wheat 
and barley kernels, wheat flakes 
and shreds belong to this cate- 
gory. An enriched cereal is one 
to which vitamins or minerals (or 
both) have been added beyond the 
whole grain levels, or other nu- 
trients have been added which 
were not noticeably present in 
the grain or origin, such at Vita- 
min D, Examples are enriched 
farina, enriched cornmeal, en- 
riched hominy grits. 


So you see, the shredded wheat 
biscuits incorporated in our muf- 
fins today really occupy an im- 
portant place in our diet, and 
gives us a little change from eat- 
ing our daily cereal only in the 
morning. And the cereal com- 
bined with eggs and milk make 
it a top quality protein food, too. 
So often just the addition of 
homemade hot muffins can give 
a meal a lift and’ make it seem 
so much more special. Honey is 
used in place of the sugar which 
ought to make this recipe espe- 
cially precious to some to you 
homemakers. Serve with butter 
and some of your favorite home- 
made jam or jelly, and they will 
be delicious. 


Crisp Cereal Muffins. 


One and one-fourth cups sifted 
all-purpose flour, three teaspoons 
baking powder, one teaspoon salt, 
three shredded wheat biscuits, 
crushed; one egg, beaten; one cup 
milk, one-fourth cup honey, three 
tablespoons shortening, melted. 


Sift flour, measure and resift 
three times with salt and baking 
powder into mixing bowl. Add 
crushed biscuits. Combine re- 
maining ingredients and add all 
at once to dry ingredients. Mix 
quickly until dry ingredients are 
just dampened, Dip into buttered 
muffin pans filling two-thirds 
full. Bake in a moderately hot 
oven (425 degrees Fahrenheit) for 
15 to 20 minutes, Makes 12 me- 
dium muffins,

Breakfast: Apricot juice, farina 
cooked with raisins, toast and 
jelly. 

Luncheon: 
serole, grapefruit and avocado 
salad or curly endive, crisp cereal 
muffins. 

Dinner: Stewed pork hearts 
with rice border, buttered green 
beans, beet and cucumber salad, 
chocolate mousse. 


Stewed Pork Hearts 


Wash one and one-half pounds 
pork hearts thoroughly in warm 
water, and remove all veins and 
tough fibers. Cut in small pieces; 
do not soak these in water. Add 
boiling water to cover, then two 
tablespoons cubed onion, two 
tablespoons cubed carrot, and one 
branch celery, chopped. Simmer 
gently one and one-half to two 
hours, depending on size of pieces 
and age of the heart. Mix two 
tablespoons flour and two table- 
spoons melted butter’ together, 
and stir into the hot stew. Add 
one tablespoon vinegar and one- 
half teaspoon salt, and stir until 
thickened. Serve with border of 
steamed rice. Sprinkle with 
chopped parsley. Four servings.

LONDON, Sunday. 
WAS driven around Berlin dur- 
| ing my stay there, and I think 
I may say that I am saturated 
with ruins. The city seems com- 
pletely destroyed, except in cer- 
tain outlying sections. I doubt if 
anyone would recognize the Tier- 
garten or Unter den Linden, and 
Grunewald has been aimost en- 
tirely cut down for firewood. 
About 3,000,000 people stil live in 
Berlin, but civilian Germans have 
no coal, They have to cut their 
own wood, which is rationed, and 
each person has enough coupons 
for one fire to cook meals and to 
boil a little water for washing 
In addition, one 
fairly big hall in town is heated 
so that the people can come there 
to get warmed up on very cold 
days. 

Again looking at the people as 
carefully as possible, I found that 
the children appeared fairly 
healthy. There is hunger, but no 
starvation. There are people 
hauling little carts with wood who 
probably never hauled carts be- 
fore in their lives. There are 
women working in groups to clear 
away the debris—far more women 
than men. Only civilians doing 
essential work can use a Car. 
Automobiles are appearing which 
were hidden away before, and the 
little Hitler three-wheel cars with 
truck bodies are much in evi- 
dence. There are many bicycles, 
but walking is still the main 
means of getting about. The Ger- 
mans are being treated justly, but 
they should learn that they have 
lost a war—though only rarely do 
they seem willing as yet to accept 
the blame.

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was one of the utter smallness of 
a human being who needed so 
much outward grandeur to build 
up his sense of importance. The 
man himself is gone and the pomp 
and ceremony are no more. For 
some strange reason, verses from 
the Bible kept running through 
my mind. Humility and the 
strength which the humble man 
draws from outside himself when 
he is called upon to do tasks that 
are apparently beyond his human 
power—these are the qualities 
which make great men. That spirit 
is absent here. Germany has not 
known that spirit, but it will have 
to acquire something akin to it 
before it can face the colossal task 
of reconstruction. 

I visited the “bunker,” an old 
air-raid shelter used as an over- 
night station for German refugees 
ousted from other countries and 
now in search of new homes with- 
in their own borders. The room 
was crowded when I went in-—- 
largely women and children, with 
afew men. Disease has been kept 
down, although that seems a mir- 
acle, What is perhaps most reveal- 
ing is the statement that the pub- 
lic health doctor of the district 
murmured in my ear: “The moth- 
ers are often indifferent’—that 
is, they let their children wander, 
they’ve lost so many. As we went 
out two children, a little boy of 
10 and his younger sister, sat on 
a bench stolidly waiting for some- 
one to come and get them and give 
them shelter. Their mother had 
gone away and left them behind. 
But they didn’t cry as children or- 
dinarily would—they just sat mo- 
tionless, and your heart went out 
to these innocent victims<of a sys- 
tem which that great room of Hit- 
ler’s represented.

® WE STAYED with General Clay 
in Berlin, and Ambassador Mur- 
phy came to dinner. Between 
them I think I learned of a few 
of the questions that can’t be an- 
swered yet. You can measure the 
extent of physical damage done 
to cities, you can restore water 
supplies, gas and electricity, and 
you can rebuild the buildings 
needed to establish a military gov- 
ernment. But how to gauge what 
has happened to human beings-~ 
that is incalculable. How soon will 
an economy which is being com- 
pletely changed be re-established, 
and what effect will the new situ- 
ation have on the rest of the 
world? These are questions that 
cannot be answered now and may 
not be answered for a long time 
to come. The real answer will 
depend on the wisdom of the lead- 
ers of various nations and their 
ability to make their people un- 
derstand the world conditions that 
we face today.

THE MEN AND GIRLS in the 
various services have a feeling of 
the problem and the misery which 
exists all around them. At a sol- 
diers club in Berlin, they smiled 
when I said I wondered how we 
were going to like eating dark 
bread at home. The boy next to 
me at table said: “I'd like to tell 
them what the people have over 
here.” And, later, another soldier 
said to me: “I can’t think why 
they had to fight each other. The 
language is a bar: but while our 
customs are different, all over we 
seem to have a lot of things that 
are just the same.” That’s really 
a great discovery—"all over we 
have a lot of things that are just 
the same.” Those are the things 
we have to find and build on, and 
those, I imagine, are the only 
things that can give us hope.

ASE J-216: Norman H., aged 31, is an officer in the Navy. 

“It seems to me that our American young men don't profit 

adequately from their years in public schoo],” he informed 
me recently. “We gave tests for yeoman on my ship, and there 
wasn't a man who made an acceptable score. Why, they can’t 
even write a short paragraph that is not characterized by mis- 
spelled words, grammatical errors, or incorrect punctuation. 
And in mathematics, they are pathetic. Yet these fellows are 
upposed to be graduates of high schools, with 12 years of 
schooling at the taxpayer's expense. in 12 years, a fellow cer- 
tainly ought to know how to read and write his mother tongue, 
and know mathematics beyond making change for a dollar, 
don't you think, Dr. Crane’”

THE RISE OF tabloid newspapers and picture magazines 
may be interpreted as an evidence of inferior reading habits 
on the part of modern Americans. Immigrants who know little 
printed English, plus Americans who are sluggish in their read- 
ing skills, thus gravitate to the picture newspapers and maga- 
zines. Since reading is the motor of our entire educational 
machine, if our people decline in speed and comprehension of 
reading, they decline in other educational accomplishments. 

In recent years we have observed another innovation in 
education. Instead of grading pupils with a 76 or an 89 or a 
95. we have been so concerned over not hurting the feelings of 
the poor students that we have robbed the superior and hard- 


working scholars of an adequate reward.

IN CHICAGO, for instance, the students are graded as 
doing “efficient” work or “not efficient” work. But within the 
“E” or efficient catgory are varying grades of ability, not 
defined by lumping them into the “E” jackpot. Students thus 
don't look forward to 100 per cent as a perfect mark and the 
goal of their study, but look backward to the “E” or dividing 
line which classifies them in the large section that is passable. 

Such methods are indicative of the “pantywaist era” in 
modern education. It is time we got back to earlier American 
“horse sense” and sound psychology. It doesn’t. raise the stand- 
ard of civilization to rob the good incentive to 
protect the vanity or stupidity or laziness of the poor workers.

MALADJUSTED PUPILS should not be subjected to un- 
necessary censure, and if it ig deemed expedient to promote

Diary of Mussolinis Mistress 


ll Duce's Friend Reveals Thoughts as Prison Liberation Draws 


By Claretta Petacci 


(Ed. Note: In the second 
chapter of her diary, Claretta 
Petacci, mistress’ of the late 
Benito Mussolini, reveals her 
thoughts as her liberation from 
prison by the Germans draws 
near. She was freed and even- 
tually reunited with Mussolini, 
but last April the two met a 
violent death when they were 
trapped by anti-Fascist parti- 
sans. Claretta’s diary was found 
in the villa near Rome which Il 
Duce built for his “last love.) 
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OVARA PRISON, Sept. 11, 
1943—-I couldn’t write a line 
last night, 


I was so agitated. 
Guns could be heard rumbling in 
the distance. Towards evening an 
airplane flashed by in the sunset 
and disappeared, I climbed up the 
bars to see it. It was an old 
plane, It must have been carrying 
some important orders. It stands 
to reason the Germans will oc- 
cupy Italy. They have to carry on 
the war and defend themselves. 

You can’t imagine, Ben (Mus- 
solini), what it means to be locked 
up and straining one’s ears and 
senses for every new sound. I 
use my intuition and remember 
what you taught me about thought 
sequence, 

This morning they suddenly 
stopped our daily exercises. Why? 
liave the Germans reached No- 
vara? This morning someone 
shouted “Duce, Duce!” outside our 
cell. Perhaps all this grief was 
necessary so the Italian people 
could realize what a gift had been 
given our people in you. And per- 
haps you, too, Ben, had to be made 
to realize that those who love you 
were not wrong and had often said 
to you, “Beware, take care.” Evy- 
eryone must realize by now that 
you were right when you wanted 
the war to be conducted different- 
lv. It was the same in politics, 
nobody would listen to you. 

“The war will be settled in the 
Mediterranean,” you used to say, 
and they wouldn’t believe you. And 
now where are you? Something 
tells me you are still alive. I sense 
it, Ben, but I wish I could be sure. 
You're the heart, the driving pow- 
er of the movement. If I could 
only know that you are up and 
active again—the fighter, the duce, 
the chief. 

SEPT. 12—Hectic excitement al} 
day and all night again. Suddenly, 
I felt myself pressed against your 
heart, Ben, folded in your arms 
as at Terminille. Remember? 1 
felt your warmth, your caress. And 
then I. fell into a deep slumber. 
They won't tell us anything and 
we can't tell whether the Ger- 
mans are here or not. Loud, sav- 
age shouting breaks out all of a 
sudden, followed by resounding 
blows and banging against the 
prison partitions. Then the nojse 
gets louder something is 
happening out on the road 

Sister Concetta came and told 
us the prison inmates have staged 
a revolt and insisted on being set 
free. They were smashing win- 
dows and using their cots to bat- 
ter down the doors. 

Pretty soon there were machine- 
gun shots outside. The mutiny 
went on and then we actually 
heard the chief guard talking with 
some German soldiers outside my 
window. The revolt calmed down. 

The hour of liberation is draw- 
ing near. Our German comrades 
are here and they’ll free us. A 
feeling of rejoicing steals over 
me. At the very thought of get- 
ting out into the fresh air—and 
vet. I shudder for fear that some- 
thing may yet happen to cheat us 
of rescue. Before it gets dark in 
my cell, I want to say a few more 
words, Ben, while the first stars 
come out in tne clear, September 
BkY. 

Darling, I iove you. 
ing you. I close 
stretch out my hand, 
receiver, You're saving in 
warm, melodious voice: “I love 
you, little one, I love you.” I’m 
dreaming, I know, and if I open 
my eves there are the hard, iron 
bars and there is the heavy door, 
bristling with bolts and locks,

SEPT. 13— Nothing’s happened. 


These iron doors haven’t opened 
yet to let us out into the sun- 
shine. I wrote a secret note to 
the military command in Novara 
and managed to have it smuggled 
out to the Germans so they will 
know we are here. 

[ dreamt a lot about you last 
night, Ben, but you were betray- 
ing me, You were betraying me 
with a certain Bianca Biancardi, 
a strange name. And they were 
telling me you saw her every day. 
Then I dreamt I saved your life 
by putting my hand on the muzzle 
of the revciver and getting 
wounded myself. (Editor’s note: 
This was a curiously prophetic 
dream, for when Claretta and 
Mussolini were actually trapped by 
anti-Fascist partisans last April 
she tried in vain to shield him

West could have saved a trick 
by guessing to open a heart. but 
on his actual diamond lead de- 
clarer risked the finesse, got rid 
of his lone heart on the diamond 
ace, and ended up with an overe 
trick worth 400 points, as well as 
480 below the line and of course 
the rubber bonus. The 50 points 
for fulfilling the contract was 
scarcely worth mentioning. 

It is fairly obvious that East, 
who had done the doubling, was 
not responsible for his huge loss 
to his side.
